CHICAGO, Deo. 17.—A special to the

All Cattle tirazlng on Indian Lands 


in Texas Removed. 


GAIKSVIKUE, Texas, Deo. 17.—News 


reached here yesterday that the United 
States troops had begun to remove all 
cattle belonging to non-citizens on leased 
pasturage on the Comanohe and Kiowa 
nations. This ejectment is in compli- 
ance with the president's proclamation 
some time since. Over 100,000 cattle 
are on these reservations, and the influx 
into Texas is creating much alarm 
among the cattlemen, as it means it will 
only be a short time before the entire 
pasturage will beconsumed, thus leaving 
the herds destitute for the remainder of 
the winter. Wichita, Greer and Wilbar- 
ger counties are most affected. 
The 


owners of the ejected stock will sue tho 
government for any loss they may BUS 
tain, as they all had leases from the 
Oomanches and Kiowas, which were 
sanctioned by tho secretary of the inter- 
ior. They are at a loss what to do with 
their stock, as they have failed to pro- 
vide for this emergency, believing that 
the president's order would not be en- 
forced.

Jons YOTJI^G, superintendent of the 


Allegheny (Pa.) heating company, dis- 
credits the statement of Mr. Lyman, of 
the Pittsburg gas trust company, that 
gas was never so plentiful in the Pitts- 
burg field. "Notwithstanding the efforts 
of our company," says Mr. Young, "and 
those of the Pennsylvania company, to 
maintain the supply by putting down 
large mains last summer, the supply, in- 
stead of being greater, never was less. 
We have shut off all the mills and fac- 
tories in Allegheny, and yet we have 
not sufficient gas to properly supply 
our domestic consumption when the 
thermometer falls below 82 degrees. 
There has been no great increase in our 
domestic consumption, BO that the de- 
ficiency cannot be accounted for in that 
way. 
The Philadelphia company in 


Pittsbnrg is in the same position aa we 
are. It is shutting off the factories aa 
rapidly as possible in order to get a 
sufficient supply for domestic con- 
sumers. Unless something unforeseen 
at present comes to the rescue, it looks 
as though the days of natural gas for 
manufacturing purposes in Pitteburg 
are numbered. We hope to be able to 
supply our domestic consumers for some 
time yet, but for how long is more a 
matter of faith than knowledge."

IN a report just completed by Secre- 


tary Johnson, of the board of state char- 
ities, are many statistics of the cost of 
the state benevolent, reformatory and 
penal institutions which are of unusual 
interest and value. The total cost of 
maintenance of the institutions, accord- 
ing to statements made by the several 
superintendents to Mr. Johnson, is 
about $21,000 less than the state 
auditor's books show. There are rea- 
sons for this, the chief being that the 
trustees of some of the institutions di- 
verted a part of their maintenance fund 
to other purposes, and this part was de- 
ducted from the reports made to Mr. 
Johnson. The per capita cost of main- 
taining the inmates of the various insti- 
tutions during 1890 was as follows: 
Central insane hospital, 8192.81; north- 
ern insane hospital, 8216 53; deaf and 
dumb institute, $196.94; school for 
blind,,8238 66; school for feebleminded, 
$247.70; soldiers' and Bailors' orphans' 
home, $156.47; prison north, $126.97; 
prison south, $121.33; girls' reformatory 
and woman's prison, 8188 23; boys' re- 
form school, 8137.53. The removal of 
the school for feeble minded from Rich- 
mond to Fort Wayne accounts for the 
excessive cost per capita of that institu- 
tion this year. Old institutions require 
heavier expenditures for repairs than 
the new, and some are obliged to fur- 
nish more clothing than others.
